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This decision is issued in response to applicant's "Request for Corrected Filing 
Receipt" filed 24 November 2006. Applicant requests that the above-identified application 
be accorded a 35 U.S.C. 371(c) filing date of 12 April 2006. 



On 13 April 2006, applicant filed a transmittal letter for entry into the national 
stage in the United States, which accompanied by, inter alia: the requisite basic national 
fee as required by 35 U.S.C. 371(c)(1); a copy of the international application; and an 
executed declaration. 

On 31 October 2006, a Notification of Acceptance was issued identifying the 35 
U.S.C. 371(c) date as 13 April 2004. Subsequently, an Official Filing Receipt was issued 
indicating a "FILING DATE" of 13 April 2004. 

On 24 November 2006, applicant filed a "Request for Corrected Filing Receipt." 



Applicant requests a corrected filing date or 35 U.S.C. 371(c) date from 13 April 
2006 to 12 April 2006. The actual filing date of the present application is the international 
filing date, i.e., 15 October 2004 (see 35 U.S.C. 363). The date in the filing date portion on 
the filing receipt of a national stage application is the date upon which the requirements 
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set forth in 35 U.S.C. 371(c) for entry into the national stage were completed, see MPEP 
§1895.01. 

A review of the application file reveals that the basic national fee as required by 35 
U.S.C. 371(c)(1), a copy of the international application, and an executed declaration were 
filed with the USPTO on 13 April 2006. Applicant has not provided any evidence, such as 
a USPS Express Mail Label or date stamped return receipt post card, that evidences 
receipt by the Office of the national stage papers allegedly filed on 12 April 2006. 
Therefore, the correction of the "FILING DATE" on the filing receipt to indicate a date of 
12 April 2006 is not proper since applicant completed the requirements set forth in 35 
U.S.C. 371(c) on 13 April 2006. 



For the reasons above, applicant's request to change the filing date on the filing 
receipt is DISMISSED without prejudice. 

Any reconsideration on the merits of this petition must be filed within TWO (2) 
MONTHS from the mail date of this decision to file a response. No petition fee is 
required.
